1 . UNDERSTAND FROM REF B THAT LIBERIAN SHIP CYS HOPE'S 
NEXT PORT OF CALL AFTER COLOMBO IS JAPAN. SINCE LI- 
BERIAN GOVERNMENT HAS, AS FAR AS DEPT KNOWS, NEVER 
GIVEN GUARANTEE CURRENTLY REQUIRED BY GOJ TO ACCEPT ALL 
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REEUGEES NOT ACCEPTED BY OTHER COUNTRIES, JAPAN MAY WELL 
REEUSE TO LET REFUGEES DISEMBARK THERE. 

2. THEREFORE, EVERY EEFORT SHOULD BE MADE BY UNHCR, 

REPRESENTED BY UNDP IN SRI LANKA, TO PERSUADE THAT 
GOVERNMENT TO ALLOW REEUGEES TO DISEMBARK IN COLOMBO. 
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3. GENEVA SHOULD URGE UNHCR TO INSTRUCT UNDP REP TO 
ACCOMPLISH THAT END. ALSO ASK UNHCR TO PRESS OTHER 
COUNTRIES SUCH AS CANADA, SWISS, AND SCANDINAVIANS TO 
ACCEPT REEUGEES FROM CYS HOPE. BASED ON REE C, US IS 
EXPECTED TO TAKE AN ESTIMATED 15, OUT OF 25 TOTAL, WHO 
HAVE CLOSE RELATIVES IN US, AS WELL AS ANY WHO EORMERLY 
WORKED EOR USG. FRENCH SHOULD BE URGED BY UNHCR IN 
COLOMBO AND GENEVA TO DO THE SAME FOR THOSE WITH TIES 

TO FRANCE. WE HOPE CANADA WILL TAKE SOME AS IT DID 
FROM GREEK SHIP TAMY DOCKED IN MOMBASA KENYA, PARTICU- 
LARLY SINCE CANADA, AS FAR AS DEPT KNOWS, HAS NOT 
FULFILLED ITS OFFER TO TAKE 50 FAMILIES A MONTH FROM 
SOUTHEAST ASIA. 

4. GENEVA SHOULD ALSO URGE UNHCR NOT ONLY TO GET 
REEUGEES LANDED IN COLOMBO, BUT ALSO TO PROVIDE TEMP- 
ORARY CARE AND MAINTENANCE EOR THEM THERE. U.S. HAS 
ALREADY BEGUN PROCESSING CAT. I AND II REFUGEES, 

ACCORDING TO INSTRUCTIONS REF A., BUT SECURITY 
CLEARANCES AND VERIFICATION OF RELATIVES OR EMPLOY- 
MENT WILL ALL TAKE SOME TIME. FOLLOWING THESE, INS 
OFEICEER WILL HAVE TO APPROVE REFUGEES IN COLOMBO, AND 
IT WILL TAKE MORE TIME TO OBTAIN SPONSORS. EINALLY, 

AFTER ALL ABOVE ARE COMPLETED, REFUGEES CANNOT BE MOVED 
FROM COLOMBO TO US UNTIL FUNDS ARE AVAILABLE FOR 
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LRP AETER CONGRESS APPROVES HA/ORM SUPPLEMENTAL 
LEGISLATION FOR FY78. 

5. FOR COLOMBO: APPRECIATE QUICK RESPONSE TO PROBLEM 
PRESENTED BY HOPE, BUT VISAS FALCON NAMECHECK AND 
BIOGRAPHIC CABLES DO NOT REQUIRE NIACT PRECEDENCE. VANCE 
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
